FALLING FROM ALOFT. 


1 Harrison made the following personal 
statement: 

A few words aa to the difference be* 
tween the Town Council end the Com¬ 
mittee of Fifteen i Tbe report submitted 
by Mr. Barren for the dtlxen members of 
the so-called Committee ef Fifteen «■- 
bodies not only s recitation ef the action 
taken by their sub-committee, but indul¬ 
ges In surmises sad Insinuations, which 
the Council must endure, presumably 
bees use a public body. Vet these. In 
behalf ef Justice, as a Councilmsole mem¬ 
ber I cannot but resent. I believe I can, 
in view of the provocations, speak quit* 
emphatically within the pale of courtesy. 
A hrkf renew of the manner ef consti¬ 
tuting the Committee of Fifteen will shew 
not only s discourteous spirit lu dealing 
with the Council, but aa assumption of 
prerogative, which has led their attorney 
to indulge in insinuations wilhous the least 
provocation, and without warrant of fact 
ST circumstance. What of the constitu¬ 
tion of this cemmitte ? The Council 
called a public meeting to place tbe pur 
chase et tbe water plant before It. The 
action there taken, evidently prearranged 
by a few gentlemen, resulted in a resolu¬ 
tion being passed creating a Com mitts of 
Fifteen eight citizens to associate with 
the Council, an eight to seven affair, the 
Council powerless as a minority. Could 
not a very broad insinuation be injected 
here if it were so dednd ?. Tbe t’es fa to 
relegate the Council to the back ground 
■ud uaimiut- its functions in management 
and legislation is clearly apparent It was 
not courteous. Taken in connection with 
the iteration and reiteration of reflections 
upon the Council, their sttoruey's plea Is 
weak and suggestive. Tbe work of the 
sub-committee was not a success, but was 
regarded M * dalliance for a purpose. 
With studied phrasing, [their attorney at¬ 
tempts to cast blame uoon the Council for 
doing what was manifest duty, and by 
this doing defeating tbe citizens negotia¬ 
tions. and this in the face of tbe fact that 
so far back as July 10th they declared 
tbeir negotiations were * failure. U it 
not pertinent to inquire, why was the 
Council made tbe minority of this com¬ 
mittee T Wbat is in tbe wlna T The Coun¬ 
cil Is always willing to begad rlsetl and to 
receive suggestions as to public policy, but 
we feel that we are responsible to tbe peo¬ 
ple as a whole, end not to sub-committees.
